The Express on the Enquirer. 

The Mayevilte Express, one of the soundest and 
ablest Democratic papers in Kentucky, is justly 
down upon the hypocritical Wilmot Proviso 
Black Republican of the Cincinnati Enquirer, who 
pretends to be a Democrat Only think of a 
sensible and honest man being a Democrat, true 
to the South and to the Union, when he dares to 
utter in defiance of the Constitution and the opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court, in the Dred Soott case, 
such sentiments as the following: 

“The Democracy of the free States do uot, and 
never did, believe that slavery exists in the Ter- 
ritories under the Constitution of the United 
States.” 

Now the above heresy is at war with the Cin- 
cinnati platform, and directly in defiance of a de- 
cided resolution in the 8th of January resolutions 
of the Kentucky Democracy. The Kentucky 
Democracy expressly say that they cordially and 
emphatically approve of the Dred Scott opinion, 
which recognizes slaverv in theTerritoiies under 
the Constitution. 

The Express accounts for this Abolitiou heresy 
of the Enquirer, by showing that the editor of 
that insidious sheet is a Black Republican- Wilmot 
Provisoist. Here is what the Express says of 
him: 

The Cincinnati Enquirer alludes to its large 
circulation in Kentucky, and characterizes the 
course of the Louisville Courier, on the subject of 
slavery in the Territories, with which the Ex- 
press has fully agreed, as an attack upon the 
Democratic doctrine, which comes from an “ene- 
my in the garb of a friend,” and is distinguished 
by “perfidy” and “treachery.” We have no ob- 
jection to the interference of this paper with Ken- 
tucky politics, but we submit that neither the 
antecedents of its editor, nor his present position, 
entitles it to the circulation of which it boasts, 
nor gives it any claim upon the confidence of peo- 
ple of the South, of any party. On tn» 157 A of 
FAruary, 1847, the pretent editor of tlu Enquirer 
noted, in t?u Hovte of Repreeentativet, for the WU- 
mot Proviso, which declared "‘that there thall be 
neither tlavery or involuntary servitw^i in any Ter- 
ritory on the continent of America, which shall 
hereafter be acquired by, or annered to, the United 
StaUe. 

No matter how great the odds are against us, 
bring out honest, tearless advocates of our prin- 
ciples, and support them for the offices. — Lou. 
Journal. 

Such advocates of yoiir principles, we suppose, 
as the Hon. Joshua F. Bell, your candidate for 
Governor! You nominated him because be bad 
never been a Know Nothing, and for the same 
reason, you might have put in nomination the 
man in the moon. He denounced the Know 
Nothings who ere now supporting him, as corrupt- 
ers of the judiciary, and no Democrat ever 
brought a worse charge than this against them. 
He was for admitting Kansas into the Union, as a 
slave State, under the Lscompton Conslitutioo, 
and openly avows that he would have voted for 
such an admission if he had been in Congress, 
and yet the editor of the Journal and Crittenden, 
and Marshall, and Underwood, and all the leading 
Know Nothings denounce the Kansas affair thus 
indorsed by Bell, a* a swindle, a cheat, and an 
iniquity worthy of the deviltry of the devil him- 
self. 

Such are a few of the many discrepancies be- 
tween Bell and the Know Nothings, Americans, 
Oppositionists, Sam-Nicbolasites, Comers-down-to 
a-level-with-the-people,or whatever be the name of 
the mongrel odds and ends who now support him. 
Is the call for advocates of your principles made 
upon men who thus advocate them ? If you can 
find any body in the State to make you a candi- 
date who is more opposed to you than Bell, you 
ought by all means, to put him upon the stump. 
There is nothing in all political history like the 
fight the Know Nothings are now making in 
Kentucky under the lead of Bell, unless it be 
the proposition of the editor of tba Journal to 
form an “Opposition union” with the Black Re- 
publicans of the North, while be is advocating 
protection by Congress to slavery in the Territo- 
ries oi the United States. Who can believe the 
editor sincere in his advocacy of this protection, 
when he proposes an union with the Black Re- 
publicans, whom he thinks be can never make 
vote in Congress for this protection * The con- 
clusion is inevitable, that he is openly advocating 
protection with a secret view of securing Aboli- 
tion, or the no less dishonorable end of brinzing, 
possible, the South to a demand that if he hopes 
will be refused, so that be can have the fiendish 
pleasure of seeing the South humiliated by sub- 
mitting, as be would advise, to the refusal of her 
rightful demand. 

Tue Black RsrcBLiCAN Platform for 18u0. — 
Here is the Black Republican platform for 1860, 
as laid down by the Lafayette (Ind.) Journal, a 
Black Republican paper. It seems that the In- 
diana Black Republicans are stealing the politi- 
cal thunder of some of our contemporaries in this 
State. We subjoin the article from that paper, 
and commend it to the careful perusal of our read- 
ers. Read it, and compare it with the editorials 
of the Louisville Democrat, and see if they don’t 
harmonize admirably. If there be anybody who 
objects to a union between the Blacks and the 
Donglasites, let them speak out: 

[From tb* Lafayette (lad.) Journal, UltcL. Eepublican.] 
We are sure we speak the sentiments of nine- 
teen twentieths of the Republicans of this county 
and Congressional District, and from the numer- 
ous assurances which we have received from lead- 
ing Republicans over the State, we believe that 
we speak the sentiments of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Republicans of Indiana. The Uppo- 
aition North is not opposed to popular sovereign- 
ty. Circumstances have oompeiled them to accept 
it as the only practicable means by which to re- 
sist the extension of slavery. As such, the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer will find that the next Republi- 
can Presidential Convention will endorse it. That 
Convention cannot be guilty of the folly of re-af 
firming the principle of Congressional sovereign- 
ty as a living political issue, directly in the lace 
of the decision of the Supreme Court in the Dred 
Scott cose; though it may protest against that de- 
cision as unwarranted by a true construction of 
the Constitution, and contrary to the policy inau- 
gurated by the founders of the Government. We 
shall go into the next Presidential contest affirming 
the right of the people of the Territories by such 
instrumentalities as are aflorded them through 
Territorial legislation, to resist the introduction of 
slavery among them, and especially their right to 
determine the question for themselves when they 
come to form a Constitution preliminair to their 
application for admission into the Union as a 
State. The “national Democracy” will take the 
negative of this issue, and insist upon the duty of 
Congress to intervene for the protection of slave 
property in the Territories, against inimical Ter- 
ritorial legislation.

Homicide Near West Point— Further Partioulars. 

Wa.sT Point, Kt., May 12, 1859. 

Editors Louisville Courier: — My statement 
on last Monday, concerning the affray at 
Murrier’s Toll Gate was correct, except that 
Tsrrence was not killed. When he, (Tarrence,) 
fled from the bloody scene, he betook himself to 
the woods, and has been iu the neighborhood of 
his home until yesterday, when advised by Ex-Gov- 
ernor Helm, be nave bimselfup for trial.' Though 
we mourn the death of T. Y. Davis, (age 50,) we 
still respect his old friend, and associate, A. G. 
Tarrence, (age 70). They had lived as brothers, and 
by a kind action of one for the other some time 
since, were sworn friends. Not a eloud had arisen 
in their domestic and social relations to mar the 
happy coincidence of feeling, nor bad a single 
link of friendship’s happy chaiu beea exposed 
to the corroding cankers of enmity, even to the 
very moment when reason fled, and blood gushed 
from the gapiug wound inflicted by a man, strik- 
ing madly and furiously in defense of wounded 
honor. Tarrence bad h^n called a liar; bad re- 
torted, and was struck. Iu a half bent position, 
and blinded by his hat, he thrust his knife, (with 
which he had been whitling,) forward, and alas! 
the bean’s best blood followed it. Davis died 
without a struggle, and was taken to his bereaved 
family. The distress and anguish of each family 
can be imainged better than described. Notwith- 
standing the manifestations to avenge the death 
of Davis by mob law, the feeling is prevalent, 
from a chain of evidence that will be adduced, 
that Tarrence will be acquitted.

The Cuban News. 

The Cuban expedition, for which so much in- 
quiry has been made since the 1st of April, when 
it was, according to announcement, to raise the 
revolutionary flag in the Island, has been heard 
from at last. The drat news is news of failure. One 
vessel, with thirty-five men and some munitions of 
war, tried to make a landing near one of the most 
frequented ports of the Island. But their boats 
were leaky, the captain, who was a mere con- 
tractor to do the job for a thousand dollars, was 
sulky, there was a capsize of a boat, a constitu- 
tional convention, and a revolution, and the vessel 
cariied the whole party to St. Domingo. The 
Captain General, quiet as he seemed to be, was 
all the time aware of their coming, and their point 
of destination, and had a war steamer in readiness 
to pick them up when they should come along. 

It looks to us like a Quixotic delusion for a score 
and a half of men, however brave, to think of 
capturing Cuba from the deck of an American 
coaster, with nothing prepared but a paper con- 
stitution, some proclamations, and a few hundred 
weight of powder and ball. 

Tne newspapers and correspondents call this a 
fillibustering expedition; but it is not what is 
commonly indicated by that designation. The 
published list of names attached to the schooner 
shows them to have been Spanish Cubans, we 
suppose, without an exception. There is no 
American name on tba roll, and this gives a mel- 
ancholy dignity to the enterprise, as a loyal at- 
tempt of the oppressed in Cuba to right them- 
selves and free their own countrymen. ’There is 
no mark of invaaion by foreigners; and in that 
sense it is fairly an attempt at revolution, not an 
incuraion of “fillibusters.” Whatever betide 
these unfortunate men, let this be remembered to 
their honor, tbst they put their own hands to the 
work— which they thought a work of liberation. 

The last accounts leave them in a fearful 
position. They are destitute, in a foreign port, 
and their great enemy, the inflexible Concha, has 
sent to demand them* from, the authorities. We 
are left to conjecture by what title he makes his 
demand; whether under an extradition treaty 
with the Haytian Government, or under the right 
of superior force, to pursue those who rise against 
authority, into neutral places, to seize them. — 
These involve some nice poinu of internstionsl 
Isw; but out of them will, we hope, be found a 
means of rescuing these unfortunates from their 
Mhl, snd bringing them back in safety to the 
iJnit^ States. They must be convinced now, 
tbst a aucceasful Cuban revolution, withot some 
external aid, and which only a powerful govern- 
ment can give, ia a chimera'of tbe imagination.

Adoftiom or the Two Years’ Amindment im 
Massacbusbtts.— Tbe vote in thia Sute yesterday 
upon the Two Tears’ Amendment of the donsti- 
tution was quite light, probably not mnch over 
forty thousand. In this city some six thousand 
votes were cast, which ia less than half the num- 
ber St a State election. In some towns not one- 
eighth of tbe voters made their appearance at tbe 
polls. In ths city of Worcester, and in several 
other towns of that county, there was a majority 
of negative votes, as was the case in some of tbe 
cape towns, and also, so far as returns have been 
received, from the Western part of the State. In 
the city of Roxbury tbe vote was close, but in all 
the other Eastern cities tbe majorities in favor of 
the amendment were decisive. In tbe ninety 
cities and towns included in our tablet the major- 
ity for the amendment is 4278 snd ia undoubted- 
ly adopted. It reads as follows; 

“No person of foreign birth shall be entitled to 
vote, or shall be eligime to office, unless be shall 
have reaided within tbe juriadiction of the United 
Statea for two years tubiaeqaent to hia naturalisa- 
tion and ahall be otberwiae qualified, acoordin g 
to tbe Conatitution and laws of this Commo n- 
wealtb, provided that thia amendment shall n ot 
affect the rights which anv person of foreign birth 
poassMed at the time of the adoption thereof; an d 
provided, further, that it ahall not affect the rigbu 
of any chud of acitixen of the United States, bom 
daring the temporary absence of the parent there- 
from.’

again attempt thus to drag tha whole South after 
tbem, or resort to more peaceable measures, will 
depend upon which they may deem tbe most 
available plan. In either event, Kentucky and 
Tennessee should be prepared to meet them.' 

What wo have put in lulics in tbe above ex- 
tract, enunciates not oniy the doctrine of spolia- 
tion by brute force, but it expressly repudiates 
the fundamental jiriociple of tbe Declaration of 
Independence. No people of any country, in any 
age, were ever deprived of the right of doing as 
they pleased with their own, except to gratify the 
rapacity of unprincipled plunderers, tyrants^ and 
oppressors, lor instance, Italy is ruled and 
robbed by Austria, to gratify Austria’s thirst for 
plunder and dominion. India ia ruled snd rob- 
bed by England for precisely tbe same reasons; 
and Cuba is despoiled and ty ranized over by Spain 
to fill up tbe coffers of tbe mother country, and to 
give fat offices lu Spanish grandees. No one will 
maintain for an instant that this is right, except 
on tbe despot’s plea that “might makes right;” 
and be who would advance that plea would justify 
tbe horrors of Neapulitsu despotism, tbe tyranny 
that crushed Poland, and tbe odious monarchy 
of tbe bouse ofHapsburg. Aye, further: it would 
be fair to infer be regrets that England did nut 
triumph in the war of tbe Revolutioo, and that 
Washingtou and bis compatriots were not cap- 
tured and bung as traitors. 

Tbe Declaration of Independence, speaking of 
tbe rights of tbe governed, sajt: “That, when- 
ever any form of government becomes destruc- 
tive of those ends, it is tbe right of the people to 
alter or to abolish it, and to institute a new gov- 
ernment, laying its foundation on such princi- 
ples, and organizing its powers in such form, ss 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their safe- 
ty and happiness.” This right, so clearly an- 
nounced by tbe Great Apostle of liberty, the 
Journal denies to the people of Louisiana and 
Mississippi; and if they attempt to exercise it, 
threatens them with the vengeance of “millions” 
of Freesoilers, or other enemies' Grest Britain 
tried tbe same thing in 1778, and failed. How- 
ever, we do not imagine the Journal’s fulmina- 
tious will amount to much, and hare no idea that 
those “millions of bold, hardy freemen,” will 
ever disturb our borders, no matter what coarse 
we may see proper to pursue. “Whenever” the 
present government “becomes distruetive” to our 
rights, and is on the eve of destroying our liber- 
ties, as it bids far to attempt iu a brief period, 
the citizens of Louisiana, Mississppi and many 
other States, so far as they are concerned, will 
proceed, if they choose, to assert the prerogative 
unforced in the immortal Declaration: “It is tbe 
right of tbe people to alter or to abolish it, and to 
institute a nsto goverument, laying its foundation 
on such principle.-!, and organizing its powers m 
such form, as to them shall seem most likely to 
effect 7^vt> safetv and happiness."

The central Opposition organ, the Franxtort 
Commonwealth, honors us by an extended notice 
of a leader in the last Express in regard to slav- 
ery in the Territories, in the course of which it 
copies the entire article, freely ornamented with 
italics and small caps. The object of tbe Com- 
monwealth is explained in tbe hrst paragraph : 

“Tbe Maysville Express, the organ of John C. 
Mason and of the Democratic party in the Ninth 
District, in its issue of the 29ib of April, boldly 
and unequivocally denounces the identical posi- 
tion upon tbe subject of slavery which has been 
taken by the Democratic candidate for Govern- 
or. ” 

Neither of the statements contained in this sen- 
tence are correct Tbe Expresa is not the organ 
of our distinguished representative, nor is any 
person or persons responsible for its coarse other 
than tbe editor. We are happy to believe that it 
is a correct exponent of the sentiments and feel- 
ings of tbe Democracy, not only of this district, 
but of all Eastern Kentucky; and from our knowl- 
edge of tbe loyally of Mej. Mason to tbe pure 
principles of Jeflersonian Democracy, and of hia 
honest and sincere devotion to tbe Constitutional 
rights of tbe slaveholding States, we do not doubt 
that be agrees with the positions it has taken on 
all questions in which principle has been involved, 
nor that be approves its course on tbe subject un- 
der consideration. In shaping ita conduct we 
have not had tbe benefit of bis experience and aa- 
gacitv, nor tbe aid of bis wise and prudent conn- 
sel; and it is unjust to attempt to hold him re- 
sponsible for wbat, under tbe very nature of the 
circumstances, be cannot coniiol. 

Nor is it true that we “denoncce ths identical 
position upon the subject of slavery which has 
been taken by the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor.” In tbe article in question we said: 

“There are those who affirm that Congress 
should not exercise this power (to protect slavery 
in tbe Territories); who are willing to see South- 
ern people deprived of their Constitutional rights 
for want of protection, npon grounds of expediency 
policy; who thus give aid and encouragement 
to those enemies of slavery who have not the 
courage to do directly what they seek to accom- 
plish by indirection; and who maintain their po- 
sition by arguments spwious and delusive, or by 
appeals uumanly and disgracefnL” 

This position we denounced, and we shall never 
cease to assail it; but thia is not the position 
which Mr Magoffin occupies. If we understand 
him at all, his position is this: 

“He holds that slavery exists in the Territories; 
that ite existence there is recognised like that of 
any other property, by the Constituiion; that Con- 
gress has tbe power to protect slavery in the Ter- 
ntories, and that it is the duty of Congress to 
grant adequate proteotiou in accordance with the 
Uonstitutiun, and its interpretation by the high- 
est autbority in tbe land, the Supreme Court of 
tne United States, a co-ordinate department of the 
Governmei t and tbe official intepreter of the 
Constitution. I 

“He utterly repudiates squatter sovereignty, ^ 
and holds that a Territorial Legislature has no 
power to abolish slavery daring She Territorial 
state, that it has no power to paes laws unfriend- 
ly to slavery, and that it is ite duty to protect 
slavery in tha Territories during the Territorial 
•tate. He does not think that the people of a 
Territory have any power or right to legislate 
against slavery during tbe Territorial state, and 
that tbev can only exercise this power when they 
form a Oonatitution preparatory to admission into 
the Union as a sovereign State ” 

If this is correct, and we believe it is. be con- 
tends for precisely what wew^re advocating. The 
power and duty of Congrisa to afl'ord adrqwaU 
protection to slave property in the Territoriaa. 
We may differ aa to wIim is adequsui protee^a, 
but we agree aa to the principlr, and that ia tbe 
important matter. He baliaves Congress has tha 
power to protect, and ought to exerciaa it. Ha 
IS not “willing to see Soiuhern paopla deprived 
of their Coaatitatiopal nghia fur want of protea- 
Uoo, upon ground 4 if rxpedieiK-y aad poltsy,’* or 
upon any other groi et<. li we wera, we would 
not support him fur c oatebla. Onr dannneia- 
tiona do not apply to him.

Thi Ritbb continue* to fall, though iloirlj 
yesterdor, with scant 4>^ feet water on the falls 
last evening, in the pass.

It bad risen so high 
at La Crosse that the railroad terminus was near- 
ly submerged. One of the bridges over the Black 
river, near that point, has been carried awar, and 
the cars are unable to reach the depot. 

CsNAL Closed— Locks Obstrccted by Mcd. 

Cspt. Lockhart, the superintendent, was compell- 
ed, yesterday morning, to close the canal, 
order to remove the mud that bad accu- 
maUted in the locks.

This induced the superintendent to 
1 Lmi^iately set all his force to work to dredge oat 
the mud, and the canal was abmpUy closed7 
We do not know how long the canal will be 
do ed, but probably it will be temporarily opened 
lo uig-:t, if any lisbt boats want to go through.
